NEW  PROGRAMS  AT  NAL 


The  National  Agricultural  Libraries  Network 

The  Network  was  formally  initiated  on  January  17,  1972,  with  the  organizational 
meeting  of  an  ad  hoc  National  Advisory  Council.  The  Network  is  a cooperative  organ- 
ization intended  to  include  the  69  land-grant  universities  libraries  and  the  National 
Agricultural  Library.  The  basic  structure  and  planned  services  are  incorporated  in 
a Policy  Statement  subscribed  to  by  the  Council.  Copies  are  available  from  NAL  upon 
request. 

The  overall  purposes  of  the  National  Agricultural  Libraries  Network  are: 

".  . .to  provide  agriculturalists  with  an  expanded 
range  and  access  to  literature  and  other 
informational  sources  ..." 

".  . .to  provide  users  with  speedy  responses  to 

requests  requiring  interinstitutional  assistance.  . ." 

".  . .to  improve  subject  access  to  agricultural 
literature  and  to  extend  coverage.  . ." 

".  . .to  inform  users  and  librarians  about  the 

range  of  services  and  information  available.  . ." 

".  . .to  provide  land -grant  libraries  and  the  NAL 
with  the  means  to  develop  more  equitable  and 
responsive  uses  of  their  research  collections 
and  services.  . ." 
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Services  being  considered  axe:  a document  delivery  system  among  the  69  instit- 
utions, a bibliographic  and  indexing  scheme,  selective  dissemination  of  information 
programs,  a microform  program  coordinated  with  a storage  and  retention  plan,  and 
an  awareness  service  on  agricultural  information  resources.  Some  services  will  go 
through  testing  and  development  stages  on  a regional  or  State  basis  before  being 
implemented  nationally.  The  National  Agricultural  Library  will  provide  the  coord- 
ination of  resources  and  management  of  programs.  Policies  will  be  set  by  the  National 
Advisory  Council.

Dr.  Anderson  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Council,  and  Dr.  Chapin,  Vice-Chairman. 

The  National  Agricultural  Libraries  Network  and  its  research  and  development 
program  are  the  first  components  in  the  Agricultural  Sciences  Information  Network 
being  planned  by  the  USDA  and  the  land-grant  institutions. 

International  Information  System  for  the 
Agricultural  and  Related  Sciences  (AGRIS~) 

The  growth  of  the  agricultural  literature  in  recent  years  has  been  such  that  it 
is  now  clear  that  only  a sustained  and  systematic  effort,  based  on  international  coop- 
eration, can  ensure  the  proper  processing  and  dissemination  of  this  knowledge  for  the 
benefit  of  all  users. 

Since  1969,  NAL  has  urged  the  Food  and  Agricultural  Organization  of  the  United 
Nations  (FAO)  to  assume  a coordinating  role  for  the  development  and  operation  of  a 
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world-wide  system  for  agriculture  similar  to  those  in  operation  for  chemistry  and 
atomic  physics.  On  November  22,  1971,  the  FAO  Conference  meeting  in  Rome  passed  a 
resolution  without  a dissenting  vote  supporting  development  of  the  proposed  network. 

The  new  system  will  have  a major  impact  on  both  acquisitions  and  indexing  at 
NAL.  It  is  expected  ultimately  to  nearly  double  the  amount  of  agricultural  document- 
ation available  to  the  NAL  at  no  significant  increase  in  cost  to  the  Library.

HAPPENINGS  AT  NAL 
Exhibits 

Watercolors  and  technical  drawings  by  Regina  0.  Hughes  are  on  display  in  the 
Lobby  of  the  National  Agricultural  Library  March  1 - April  28.  The  exhibit  includes 
original  scientific  drawings  prepared  as  illustrations  for  the  works  of  such 
eminent  scientists  as  Dr.  Sydney  Blake,  Dr.  Bernice  Schubert,  curator  of  the 
Arnold  Arboretum,  Dr.  Howard  Scott  Gentry,  Dr.  E.  E.  Leppik,  and  Dr.  Llewellyn 
Williams.  Mrs.  Hughes  prepared  the  drawings  for  Selected  Weeds  of  the  United  States , 
a landmark  of  botanical  literature.  A number  of  these  original  drawings  are  on 
exhibit. 

Regina  Olson  Hughes  came  to  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  in  1930  as  a 
scientific  illustrator  and  translator.  In  1962,  she  received  the  Department's 
Superior  Service  Award  "for  outstanding  performance  in  preparing  interpretive, 
accurate,  original,  detailed  illustrations  of  plants  representing  many  species,  and 
in  abstracting  scientific  papers,  and  translating  foreign  publications."  A number  of 
her  florals  and  landscapes  commemorating  her  foreign  travels  have  been  loaned  to  the 
exhibit  by  friends  and  co-workers. 
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NAL  Accepts  Volin  Manuscript 

Angelina  J.  Carabelli,  President  of  the  Associates  of  the  National  Agricultural 
Library,  Inc.,  Beltsville,  Maryland,  announced  Mar.l7the  deposit  in  the  Library  of  the 
manuscript  of  the  late  Dr.  Lazar  Volin's  book  A Century  of  Russian  Agriculture  from 
Alexander  II  to  Khrushchev  by  his  widow,  Rose  Volin. 

This  manuscript  is  a working  copy  and  contains  the  author's  revisions  and 
marginal  notes.  Such  emendations  illustrate  the  development  of  the  author's  train 
of  thought  as  he  prepared  his  work  for  publication.  In  addition,  the  manuscript 
illustrates  the  usual  press  editing  for  style  and  clarity  of  exposition. 

Dr.  Lazar  Volin  was  born  in  the  Minsk  province  of  Russia  in  1896  and  died  in 
the  United  States  in  1966.  He  took  his  A.B.  and  his  Ph.D.  in  economics  at  the 
University  of  Michigan.  In  1926,  he  joined  the  staff  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agric- 
ulture and  devoted  himself  to  a lifetime  study  of  Russian  agriculture.  At  the  time 
of  his  retirement  he  was  Chief  of  the  East  European  Branch  of  the  Economic  Research 
Service,  USDA.

Arbor  Day,  April  5>  1972 

The  National  Agricultural  Library  observed  Arbor  Day  with  the  planting  of  a new 
hybrid  elm  on  its  front  lawn.  Mr.  Kevin  Keaney,  NAL's  Personnel  Officer,  spoke  as 
Master  of  Ceremonies  on  the  significance  of  Arbor  Day  to  libraries  and  reflected 
lightly  and  humorously  on  the  tree  in  literature. 

"Libraries,"  he  noted  "depend  on  books:  and  books  come  from  paper,  and  paper 
from  trees."  Musing  further  he  commented  on  the  contribution  of  the  tree  to  literat- 
ure as  evidenced  in  the  works  of  Longfellow  and  Joyce  Kilmer. 

This  new  elm,  designated  as  Delaware  No.  1,  is  a cross  between  an  unnamed  select- 
ion from  The  Netherlands  and  the  Siberian  elm,  IJlmus  pumila.  It  is  resistant  to  the 
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Dutch  elm  disease,  which  has  destroyed  many  of  the  traditional  American  elm. 

Dr.  August  E.  Kehr,  Plant  Science  Division,  Agricultural  Research  Service,  in 
presenting  the  tree  to  the  National  Agricultural  Library  noted  that  this  new  cultivar, 
developed  at  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture's  Shade  Tree  Laboratory  in  Delaware, 

Ohio,  has  not  yet  been  named.  Within  a few  years  he  hopes  enough  of  these  hybrid 
trees  will  be  available  for  distribution  to  commercial  nurseries  and  sale  to  the  public. 

Dr.  Joseph  F.  Caponio,  Associate  Director,  NAL  accepted  the  tree  on  behalf  of 
the  National  Agricultural  Library.  Guests  and  staff  members  were  invited  to  share  in 
the  symbolic  significance  of  Arbor  Day  by  shoveling  a spadeful  of  dirt  into  the  plant- 
ing hole. 

Poultry  Hall  of  Fame 

The  dedication  and  presentation  of  five  new  portraits  to  the  Poultry  Hall  of 
Fame  at  NAL  will  take  place  on  May  15  during  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Poultry 
Historical  Association  at  the  Library. 

Portraits  of  the  new  honorees  and  those  of  twenty-seven  persons  previously 
honored  will  be  on  permanent  display  in  the  14th  floor  gallery  at  the  National  Agric- 
ultural Library,  Beltsville,  Maryland.  The  American  Poultry  Historical  Society  Hall 
of  Fame  election  is  held  every  three  years.  The  Society  appoints  a committee  of 
thirty  poultry  leaders  to  select  the  honorees.  Selections  are  made  from  among  persons 
who  have  rendered  a lifetime  of  outstanding  service  to  the  poultry  industry. 

The  new  honorees  are  Don  Cameron  Warren,  Fremont,  California;  Jesse  Dickson  Jewell, 
Gainsville,  Georgia;  Victor  William  Henningsen,  New  York  City;  Joseph  Holmes  Martin, 
Lafayette,  Indiana;  and  Oscar  August  Henke,  Mount  Morris,  Illinois. 

The  establishment  of  the  Poultry  Hall  of  Fame  is  a significant  corollary  to  the 
extensive  collections  of  books,  periodicals  and  related  materials  on  poultry  at  the 
Library . 

As  an  institutional  member,  the  APHS  has  been  an  active  supporter  of  The  Assoc- 
iates NAL,  Inc.  It  is  hoped  that  this  gesture  of  APHS  will  prompt  the  donation  of 
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supporting  collections  of  research  materials  from  other  institutions  and  societies  in 
the  agricultural  sciences  to  the  Library  through  The  Associates.
